Copenhagen, March 18.—GTeneral von Luettwitz, before his 
withdrawal from the head of the Kapp military forces in Berlin, 
proposed to Ernest Daumig, the Spartacan leader, the formation 
of a Soviet Republic under military protection, according to the 
Berlin correspondent of The Politiken. 

Paris, March 18.—Official advices from Berlin to-day describ¬ 
ing conditions there last night said the public places of the city 
were filled with crowds in an ugly humor. The military appeared 
to be of a panicky disposition. Many of the Baltic troops, the ad¬ 
vices added, had joined forces with the Independent Socialists, who 
were reporte.d.to have 12,000 armed men at their command. 

The Foreign Office reports declar¬ 
ed that the v»m Luettwitz party, 
under cover of the Spartacan move¬ 
ment, was endeuvorlftg to form a 
coalition Ministry, which would in¬ 
clude Independent Socialists. Ac- 
ci>rding to this plan, LIoul.-Qeneral 
Horthoid von Delmling, who was one 
of the active xommanders on the 
A'erdun front, was slated to he 
Chancellor. 

The Spartacan movement was re¬ 
ported continuing In the siihurhs of 
Herlln, but the Impression was that 
Its strength was l>eing exaggerated 
by the military clement, which was 
using the meiuice as n weapon In 
dealing with the other parties in an 
effort to force them to permit Its 
,co-operation In the formation cf a 
new Ministry. 

Reports that a Soviet Government 
hud l>eeri proclaimed In Berlin were 
sienled by the delegations. Calm 
lirevalled there, Its members de¬ 
clared. 

Serious. 

Ijondun, March 18.—The London 
Times understands that telegrams 
from a well-informed source In Bcr* 
lin received in t<ondon Wednesday 
f'onvey the impressisn that the sltu- 
utluA in Gexnuiny Is serious.

According to 
the United States Bureau of Mines, 
there is a considerable shortage and 
barium sulphate, and since for some 
uses talc is considered to be second 
only to barium sulphate, aa a filler 
for painta. It Is thought that part of 
the shortage could be relieved by an 


Increased use of tale. The bureau 
report says: ’’Tale has been used for 
a number of years ns a filler or ex¬ 
tender In the manufacture of mixed 
paints. At first It was done secret¬ 
ly. and regarded as an adulterant, 
but gradually It was found, by actual 
teats and impartial /esearch?* that 
talc had certain valuable prop¬ 
erties which really improved paints 
used for some purposes. To-day talc 
Is regarded by expert paint chemists 
as a standard materl.al of great Value. 
Some of the eesentlsis of a mineral 
filler are fineness, goc^d color, free¬ 
dom from ^it. and uniformity of 
texture. All materia) should pass a 
200 mesh screen, and better a 300 to 
850 mesh screen. Alr-floated talc, 
properly milled should be. and la. a 
material admirably suited for use as 
a filler for some classes of paints."

**There’8 a touch of tyranny in the 
attitude adopted by thib members of 
the Government. It'd a well known 
fact that the Civil Service contains 
som^ of the most Intelligent men in 
the Ih'ovince. They are In a po8ition4 
to get considerable information which 
it would be a good thing for the pub¬ 
lic to know. I didn't think that it 
would be proper for them to divulge 
the workings of the various depart¬ 
ments, but they should have the 
right to express their views in any | 
paper. Industries all over the con¬ 
tinent are encouraging such expres¬ 
sion." 

Is It s Mania? 

Allowing for the “exaggeration 
that seems to be a mania with the j 
press.'*. Mr. Dakers referred to a | 
newspaper report regarding the ‘ 
alleged action of Hon. T. D. pattullo. I 
Minister of Lands. In calling two of | 
the editors of the “Civil 8er\*ant“ [ 
before him and informing them.'fhat 
they must , cease writing for the! 
paper or lose their positions. 

“If the Minister of Lands is re¬ 
sponsible.** said Mr. Dakers, *‘it'8 the { 
duty of all the people of the country : 
to rise up In protest. Something 
should bo done to protect the civil 
servants. The action of the minister 
is something to cause us all to ponder. 
If any employer of labor in this Pro¬ 
vince were to take this action organ- !

They are intelligent 
men. and the labor ranks would he 
greatly augmented by them.

"We were told some hundreds of 
years ago," observed Delegate Doo¬ 
ley, seconding the motion, “that a 
Tory Government was despotic. Here 
we have a Liberal Government, said 
to be democratic, and In it are Hon. 
John Oliver, who is reported to have 
told hhi secretary that be would give 
him thirty seconds to get out If he 
did something, and * the Hon. Mr.

"We have not reached a point In 
this country when a civil servant has 
the ordinary liberties of a private 
cltlsen,** asserted ITesMent Wood¬ 
ward. When I was In the Civil Ser¬ 
vice I was Informed in a round-about 
way Jhat my outside activities were 
not llkod. Indeed, I found It advis¬ 
able to quit. Eighty-five per cent, 
of the civil servants desire affiliation 
with this Council, but we don’t want 
to make any false step that would 
hinder their ultimate organisation." 

The motion instructing the Legis¬ 
lative Committee to bring the Coun¬ 
cil's protest before the Government 
was then passed. 

SHOULD BE CAREFUL 
TO ANNOUNCE WHEN 
FIRMS BECOME FAIR 


It was all right for labor to declare 
that certain firms which were not I 
giving their employees a square deal I 
■were “unfair," President E 8. Wood¬ 
ward told the Trades and Labor Coun¬ 
cil last night, but labor should be 
more careful th^n It W'as at present 
to notify the various unions immedi¬ 
ately a firm became “fair" again. 

Lacking Information. 

"The unions should certainly in¬ 
form us when a company comes into 
the fair list again.’* Mr. Wood 
ward declalred..

The Resolution. 

*'We, the undersigned, representing 
the said women's organisation of 
Victoria, beg to expreee to you our 
sentiments. In regard to the Election 
Act now before the House in para¬ 
graph 11. section 5 of which it is pro¬ 
posed to allow the JapaoMe who 
sensed in the war, the right to vote. 

"We recognise in thia clause of the 
Act ,tbe first step in the wrong di¬ 
rection, Involving an issue which con¬ 
cerns itself with the very woof and 
fabric of our Anglo-Hazon civilisa¬ 
tion. When such queetlons aa these 
are before the Hotise. although our 
organization is strictly non-partisan 
and non-political, we feel that It 
would not be right for us to remain 
silent, but to voice to you our strong 
disapproval of any measure that will 
mean the granting of the franchise to 
either the Japanese or .the Chinese on 
any grounds whatsoever. 

"We are appending a memoran¬ 
dum in which is briefly stated a few 
of the reasons against the inclusion 
of the specified clause in the Act. 
But even these reasons do not go to 
the root of the matter, that funda¬ 
mental part with which we women 
so deeply concerned, and which 1 
means the Jeopardizing of our racial 
traditions, and the ideals which are 
an integral part of them."

While still a young man, Mr. Cook 
joined the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
and through this medium, like hun- 
drolls of others before him, eame to 
learn of the vast latent resources of 
the Dominion. After some years 
spent at the various trading posts 
l*etween Hudson's Bay and the Rocky 
Mountains. Mr. Cook accompanied Sir 
George Simpson, then Governor in 
Canada of the Hudson's Bay -Com¬ 
pany, on one of his famous overland 
tours. It was about this time, when 
at Norway House, Manitoba, that he 
was incited to Join the overland 
search party which went northward 
to search for Sir John Franklin,

the sun is shining, as they duster in 
the sun. As soon as the evening 
shadows begin to fall they scatter all 
along the branch and start at the 
leaves, continuing till morning, when 
they again cluster for tbe day. Dur¬ 
ing wet weather they migrate to their 
tents or the under side of the larger 
branches. 

“One way to get them when in ; 
clusters is to brush them off in a 
large shallow pan with a whisk 
broom, and bum them. If you can 
out the limb when they are inside 
4he tent, taking care that you do not 
scatter them (If you shake them too 
much they wilt drop djwn on silk 
threads Just like spiders) as they will 
get into other branches and your 
work is lost Another way is to 
make a coll with strong wire, put It 
on the end of a long stick, wrap a 
rug around the coll, saturate the rag 
with coal oil, set on fire and bold 
under the cluster. 

“Another plan is to spray arsenate 
of load, and when the caterpillars 
eat the leaves it poisons them. But 
as arsenate of lead Is also deadly to 
chickens, and as the fowls often eat 
the leaves, it ig dangerous practice. 

‘If the caterpillars are left to 
themselves they will strip a tree of 
leaves In two weeks. Then they mi¬ 
grate to another until they reach the 
sUe of from 1 1-3 to 3 *1-3 inches, 
when they spin a cocoon, similar to

"As It is nearing the time when the 
fruit trees begin throwing out buds 
and leaves, a few suggestions on tbe 
methods of combating tho tent cater¬ 
pillar may help to save some of the 
fruit tliat otherwise will be des¬ 
troyed,” writes O. K. Pierrot of 
Mount PleasanL 

“The caterpillar eggs are encased 
in a little bead near the ends of new 
br.3 Itches. They resemble the beads 
worn by the women, made from rose- 
leaves. If opened the beads will be 
found to contain rows of eggs. Just 
like a honeycomb. I'^ch bead con¬ 
tains about 150 eggs. Sometimes they 
are attached like a piaster at the in¬ 
tersection of two small branches, and 
on top, which makes it difficult to 
see them. Sometimes there are sev¬ 
eral buttons or beads on a single 
branch. , These should be carefully 
stripped 'off the branches, or tbe 
branches cut off or broken, and tho 
whole burned. It will not do simply 
to take them off the trees, as they 
will hatch on the ground as easily 
as on the trees and will crawl up 
on the trees 

“There seems to be two kinds of 
caterpiil&nt: the smooth dark blue or 
green kind, and the woolly, brown 
ones. The former seem to prefer 
fruit trees, such as apple, plum, crab- 
apple and sometimes cherry. They 
seldom attack pear trtes. .as the 
leaves are too tough. The fuzzy, 
brown fellows tackle anything—rose¬ 
bushes, brush, lilac trees and plants;

I therefore saw Mr. Barrow 
(Mr. Armisbaw coming in during the 
interview), and Mr. Barrow told roe 
that if the men interested would 
submit their proposal again, apecify- 
Ing the land they wHshed to clear for 
their settlement, be would undertake 
that it should receive censideratlon. 
He added that personally he thought 
well of our plan. 

Nothing was said daring this in¬ 
terview relative to any particular 320 
acres of land.
